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THE DRAGON SPEAKS 


Well, once again it*s time to get on the machine and talk about recent 
developments here and there. This issue is primarily set up to reflect our par 
iicular theories and philosophies as related to these issues. A great deal of 
thought has gone into these essays and a great deal looro will be forthcoming as 
situations change and we correct inaccurate data or badly stx'uctured ideas. 

Right now we are engaged in a touchy situation in prison. The State is 
attempting to screw the citizens out of hard-earned cash to build new prisons. 
The Administration of these prisons wants tighter security, more authority to 
manhandle and intimidate the inmates, and, of course, more money for less work. 
There are only a limited number of ways these goals can be accomplished. 

The situation is getting volatile. What little privacy we once had is 
being eroded as much as possible. Since a New fork court shot down the skin- 
search rules, these searches have reached an all-time high here at the Walls. 
The reason is obvious. Since the cons hare know that it's illegal, the humil¬ 
iation involved is increased. The more humiliation a man is subjected to, the 
greater tension he is placed tinder. When he finally blows up, the Administra¬ 
tion has a'll the excuse it needs to come down hard on us all. 


Another problem is the overcrowding. This place is so full that people 
are being TiLacsd in Protective Custody (PC) simply because there are no avail¬ 
able houses. This puts a "snitch jacket" on the man, and if he is ever released 
f Tosl pc, he better have a damn good reason for being theie. ihat i*, if he has 
the"time to explain it to people. H3 just might get killed before that. 


Other problems here are the burglaries and break-ins perpetrated against 
inrates by the Administration. FUSE (Felons Unification for Self-Endeavor), was 
recent"' y broken into and valuable property removed from their offices. FUSS has 
ba*n*a?i7a with a lobby in Olympia and has recently submitted legislation to 
alleviate * the oppressive conditions here and at other prisons throughout the en¬ 
tire S-ato of Washington. The "contraband" confiscated was a collection of the 
proposed legislation and evidence supporting their allegations against the Ad- 

minist r sx ion • 

This evidence included tbs facts pertaining to the shooting of two in- 
nates (unarmed) attempting to escape through a tunnel dug under the west wall. 
The Administration knew about the planned escape a month before it happened. 

They made no attempt to stop it. They simply waited to shoot the escapees as 
they made their way out. Then they released a cover-up story to the press that 
showed the guards as heroes. Nobody asked the escapees for their version of it. 


Another problen is the secret file kept on prisoners. Anything can go in- 
o them The prisoner is not allowed to see them and is thus either unaware ol 
'he accusations being made against him or is simply powerless tx> correct tfaew* 
fashington State is of the opinion that the Froeaom of Information .vCo does not 

tuver thCTi* 

This puts the prisoner in two bad situations. The first is that hs is of- 
en subiected to a greater amount of time in addition to a minimum sentence tha 
e has already servfd. The second is that, because of the erroneous information 
ontained in these files, he is subject to be murdered by the btat3 upon hxs ro- 
ease Since he is usually unaware of these files he is not in a position to co- 
end himself against any actions perpetrated upon him. U the record is lamd to 
fin error after he is dead, the usual'excuse is that the State agents involved 
Id no way of knowing that at the time. "Sorry 'bout that, fella." 


This brings us to the question auout what can bo done to remedy the situ-

been seen as victims to be support¬ 
ed through their prosecution twenty 
years ago. Second, more women seem 
to be fighting back. Hen, it 
should be noted, hive not become 
less violent. In a five year 
period from 1970-75, arrests for 
raps? across rhe country increased 
about 4S7,. A breakdown of the vie- 
tins of homicide by sex reveals 
that about 89?; of all female mur¬ 
der victims in 1976 were ktiled by 
men (about 212 of all male victims 
were killed by women) The per¬ 
centage of men arrested for violent 
crime has increased about four 
times as much as the percentage for 
women over the past two decades

The 
same can be said of lung cancer over leukemia. But both will still kill you. 


Do you advocate "the will of the people"? Then we must assume that Hitler 
was right because the majority of "good Germans 1 ’ went along with his programs. 


But if you are an Anarchist and believe that all people are entitled to tho 
benefits of freedom, then you will not allow yourself to be taken in by the rhe¬ 
toric of ary ether political system. So be an Anarchist. Stand tall and tell the 
Communists to pack it up. 


Look at history . It will tell you the same thing

NEW YORK, Jan. 5-*A Federal 
District judge.in Virginia today 
awarded prisoner Henry Tucker 
S513.000 for irreparable physical 
iLmafec done fo him whik he was 
imprisoned in the Virginia State 
Penitentiary. 

After receiving massive do^es of 
the drug Prolixin, Tucker 
developed a vv^re neurglcgteui 
reaction, first experiencing 
tremors and (hen slipping into a 
stupor in which he was im¬ 
mobilized for six months Prison 
doctors made no effort to 
diagnose or - treat * Tucker’s 
condition. During this time 
without medical treatment he lay 
covered with maggot-inTested bed 
sorts. 

His hip joints were so badly 
affected that they froze with his 
legs drawn up against his chest 
making it impossible for him to 
lie flat or sit m a chair. His hip 
joints actually had to be surgically 
removed later in order to enable 
him to use a wheel chair. He has 
lost the use of his %s and bis 
arms are paralyzed. 

“B was like something out of 
the Inquisition/’ said Steven 
Bricker, one of Tucker’s lawyers.

To make absolutely sure that I did 
not have a chance to fight agjdn&t the 
charges filed agamst me, l was beaten 
and placed under the influence of sedative 
hi ugs (Thorazine) which we re forcibly 
adminsitered to me by jail guards at 
the Fulton County Jail In Atlanta, _ 
Georgia, where 1 had been confined 
awaiting trial. The drugs clouded my 



consciousness to such an extend that I 
don’t know what was going on at the 
trial, and tire next thing I knew the 
jury said "Guilty”* But the whole 
thing is that the Judge, United States 
Attorney, and my State-appointed 
attorneys were fully aware of my "doped- 
up” condition, but they deliberately 
allowed the trial to be held anyway. To 
add -to VM obvious injustice, th; attorneys 
appointed to represent me were totally 
incompetent* unconcerned and unco¬ 
operative; they actually collaborated 
with the government In covering up the 
facts of my torture and kidnapping by 
government agents* and helped to quietly 
convict me. Over my strenuous objections 
and taking advantage of my dru&unduced 
confused state* these attorneys asserted 
an "Insanity* 11 defence to the charges, 


stating that 1 was "temporarily insane 
at the tims of the “crime.” They did 
this so as to stigmatise anything 1 might 
say, no matte, how shocking, as the 
' ravings of a madman.” Thus no one 
would believe me when I told them my 
sioiy, until years later, when the CIA and 
FBI admitted such crimes.

M . , denounced the 
muitiple-alm-polnt (MAP) basing 
system d^^ing s speaking engage¬ 
ment hsr%. 

Under the MAP proposal, 250 
I CBM's would be rotated through 
a system ot 5,0)0 missile slim to 
keep the Soviets from knowing 
winch holes were loaded and 
.which empty. 

The idea stems from the fact 
that penta gon experts belie ve the 
present U.S_ system, of keeping 
the land-based missile arsenal in 
hardened silos whose locations 
are known to the Soviets* will be 
vulnerable to destruction by im¬ 
proved Russian missiles by the 
mid-lb8Gs, 

By then, neither side will be 
able to fortify a missile 
installation well enough to withs¬ 
tand an attack by increasingly 
powerful and increasingly ac¬ 
curate ICBMs.

The cost of the MAP system, 
together with the 250 next- 
generation MX missiles which 
would be used in it, is estimated 
at from $20 billion to $30 billion. 

A suggested alternative mobile 
b&aing system is to develop new 
^planes to carry the MX. The 
planes would take to the air at any 
alert or a Soviet attack, then land 
at some secret spot from which 
the missiles would be launched at 
the Soviet Union in retaliation. 
But this method is estimated to 
cost a staggering $50 billion. 

It is the Air Force which con¬ 
tends that the ILS, IC3M force 
must be switched to a mobile- 
basing system to ensure that it 
will not be destroyed on the 
ground. But both Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown and 
President Carter are known to be 
Unsold on the idea, although 
Carter has ordered the Pentagon 
to speed up its research schedule 
£nd recommend a basing system 
decision for the MX by next April

In reading articles and books on modern Anarchist theory, I keep stumbling 
over references" to Anarcho-this and Anarcha-that, as though there were distinc¬ 
tions to be drawn between men and women politically.

Anarchists have always been in the foreground of any battle over the rights 
of individuals. I hear you saying, "Please, don't bore us with repetitious reci-^ 
tat ions of basic Anarchist theory. Vfe know that already." Pernaps it is true that 
th's statement is repetitious. Perhaps we have heard it so many times (.hat it ha^ 
been drummed into our heads as a meaningless phrase. But perhaps, too, vs have 
t*Q^'."otten the meaning of these words. 

There a^a basic differences in men and women, both on the physical levels 
and tha mental/ emotional levels. Both bodies and minds operate differently. It is 
also time that we are guilty of stereotyping if we rely on this single arguement. 

Wa rust carr y it through, then, that people act differently and are, therefore, 
completely unique. Here we find ourselves dealing with others on an individual ba¬ 
sis, a one-on-one confrontation.

To accept anything on the 
unsupported testimony of one person is the sign of a fool. Another sign is to ac¬ 
cept anything without examining it in all its many facets and appearances. Us may 

support a person's right to be a fool, but we do not have to help him in his fool¬ 
ishness.

Behind the hype and hysteria a^e the 
real victims of paraqaat sprayings:

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IN DEFENSE OF OUHSELVBS 


Recently the newspapers have been telling us details of an expected plea 
by Patricia Hearst to further her fight for freedom.. The plea is called ''coer- 
siye persuasion" and is somewhat akin to the brainwashing defenses we see so of¬ 
ten in related instances and circumstances such as the Korean and Viet Nam Wars. 

Richard Delgado, a member of the University of Washington law faculty, de¬ 
scribes the elements of this technique as "unusual or abnormal influences, inclu¬ 
ding drugs, hypnosis, prolonged confinement, physiological depletion, and delibar 
»te manipulation of guilt, terror and anxiety." Under any of these conditions 3 
person can be made to see and believe almost anything. Such a person, would, of 
course, be. the unwilling victim of these manipulators. 


Since this person, subjected to these stresses over a length of time, would 
not be in full voluntary control of their faculties, they could not be held respon- 
siols for any criminal acts oonmutted by them. They would be exonei aued from all 
guilt by virtue of the fact of coersion. 

The theory further implies that anyone employing such techniques is guilty 
of terrorist activity. The usual example related is, of course, that of Patricia 
Hearst and the Symbionesc Liberation Army, a group of individuals the government 
and media insist on calling terrorists. This example is used to demonstrate the 
power or.e grouc can hold over an individual who has the misfortune to be under the 
complete control of the aforementioned group. 

Let’s look again for a moment or two at the definition of "coersive persu¬ 
asion" and attempt to determine what widely known groups fall into this definition. 
"Unusual or abnormal influences, including drugs, hypnosis, prolonged confinement, 
physiological depletion, and deliberate manipulation of guilt, terror and anxiety." 

So much for the techniques. Now, where can we find such deeds that can turn 
an otherwise rational individual into a personality in conflict with established 
so-ial"norms? The answer is simple, straightforward, and enough to scare the hell 
out of ary decent human being. Jails, prisons, mental hospitals, behavior modifi¬ 
cation units, parole programs, old folks hemes, and various other activities fit 
this description quite well. 

If- we assume that these techniques are used by terrorists, we can assume 
that anyone employing them is a terrorist. Since no decent person would wilfully 
use these techniques on another human being, it becomes obvious that this is in¬ 
deed the case. 


We can therefore conclude that these people running the prisons, mental 
health facilities, etc., aie terrorint-j. 

Kell then, whs re do these people get their authority to commit such atro¬ 
cities on other human beings? Thsre is only one source of this authority in this 
country o~ any other. It comes directly fron the governiASnt institutions that set 
uo coordinate finance, and subsidize these establishments. In effect, then, we 
find that the government is subsidizing terrorist acts upon its own citizens. 


Tlrs sho'<s that the government wilfully and knowingly gives aid and assis¬ 
tance to those that would harm the free citizens of this country. This is in di¬ 
rect conflict with the role of government as described in the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence and the Constitution of the united States of America.

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SHELTON — James R. Harvey, associate superintendent at 
Washington Correction Center who was wounded in a shooting inci¬ 
dent early yesterday, was reported in serious but stable condition 
this moTTiing- * 

Harvey. 44* was wcuncled by a shotgun blast in the face as he 
emerged from a Shelton apartment before dawn yesterday. He was 
rushed to St. Peter Hospital, Olympia* where he underwent several 
hours of surgery. He remained in the hospital's intensive care unit 
today. 

Killed in the apparent shooting-suicide was Tony B Nelson* 49* 
SheLon. According to authorities* Harvey was leaving the apart¬ 
ment of Nelson’s estranged wife, Georgia* when the shooting began 
shortly after 5 a,m. 

Nelson’s wife recently filed m Mason County Superior Court for 
dissolution of their marriage. Mrs. Nelson lyernployed paccrroc- 
tiorn officer at WCC* located just northwest of Shelton. She works in 
an office adjacent to Harvey’s office, The Olyn iptan has learned. 

Mason County Prosecuting Attorney Byron McClanahan said 
Harvey was walking towards the street outside lhe &W t.dympic 
Ave apartment, when he was gunned down. The prison official wbs 
carrying a plastic laundry basket full of clothing when the shooting 
"tcutcd.

As a prisoner of solitary confinement, you are thrown into a concrete- 
box and left there for 23 1/2 hours a day with only 30 minutes of 
walking exercise. An administrative segregation cell consists of the 
following: 


*A bed made of one 3 inch foam on top of a cement slab. 


*Gne light bulb which is only turned off for 10 hours a day. 


*0ne combination toilet and sink with cold running water; 


*An 18 x 30 inch viewhole covered by bars and wire mesh with a 
view of the corridor. 


At the B.C. Penitentiary, "Administrative Segregation" is the most 
destructive and cruel in practice. Administrative segregation is used 
against those prisoners whom the prison authorities label as possible 
threats to the "peace and good order of the institution." This means 
that they have either made escape attempts in the* past or been 
involved"in prison strikes and sit-ins over prisoners' rights issuer

A prisoner does not have to break any specific rule of the institution 
to be thrown into solitary, indefinitely. There's no due process, all 
it takes is the say so of a guard. 


Solitary confinement is a wasteful and futile practice. Even under 
the present system, there are alternatives. {Administrative segrega¬ 
tion could maintain tight security without str5poping the prisoners 
of all their human rights.) 


Citizens must take responsibility for conditions incide. The Canadian 
Prison System must be forced to recognize their own crime.

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A showdown between the 
Spanish prison movement 
and its Francoist jailers b in 
the works following the 
Harder of a young anarchist 
militant while under 
"questioning” in Madrid’s 
notorious carabanchel 
prison. 

AgusEin Rued 3 Sierra, 2 5, 
a member of the anarcho- 
syndicalist CNT, was beaten 
to death by a guards' goon 
squad on March 13 after an 
escape tunnel was discovered 
in the prison. An autopsy 
attributed his death to 
"traumatic shock”, but 
didn't specify the cause. 

The authorities, moving 
quickly in an attempt fo 
defuse the situation, immed¬ 
iately sacked the warden and 
two other senior officials, 
and suspended ten guards 
without pay. Charges were 
initiated against some of 
them, and various official 
i nvesligations launched. 


But a few days later, the 
first counter-blows were 
struck: gunmen of the 

shadowy Maoist guerilla 
group GRAPO shot and 
kilted the Spanish C. rector- 
General of Prisons, Jesus 
Haddad; the CNT called a 
general strike in Salients, 
Rueda’s hometown, on the 
occasion of his funeral; and 
the newly minted Grupo 
Autonomo Agustin Rueda 
destroyed the entrance to 
Montpelier Prison in France 
with a powerful bomb. 

Rueda’s murder was the 
culmination of more than a 
year of heavy conflict in 
Spaing prisons—ever since 
the Suarez government 
declared an amnesty for poli¬ 
tical prisoners, but ignored 
demands to spring 


4 'common ** criminals 


sentenced under Francoist 
laws. 


Altogether, there have 
been about 40 major in- 
sur reel ions in Spanish prisons 
since July, 1970. For 
instance: prisoners at Modsto 
Prison \a Barcelona fought 
pitched battles with police on 
three occasions, with many 
casualties on both sides; in 
Zaragoza, the prison was 
torched and home-made gas 
bombs thrown at police; in 
Carabanchel, where 75 per 
ccm of the population is 
being held in lieu of bail or in 
preventative detention, the 
ccll-blocks were seized ard 
laid waste twice within si> 
months. 

As well, there have been 
numerous non-violent hunger 
strikes and work stoppages, 
and prisoners in a number of 
location; have slashed their 
veins as part of a coordinated 
campaign of pressure. 

The prisoners’ 

organization, COREL, is 
anarchist-inspired, but it is 
no formal links to any 
outside organization. 
However, it does receive 
support from the CNT. 
which maintains the tradit¬ 
ional anarchist position that 
all prisoners—political or 
common—are hosiagcs of the 
Stale. 

At the time of Rued a's 
murder, there were 23 known 
anarchist militants still in 
Spanish prisons, including 11 
CNT members and J2 from 
autonomous groups A police 
crackdown on anarchists in 
recent days has resulted in 
250 arrests in Madrid alone, 
and another J70 in Barcelona 
on such pretexts as 
associating with the 
international guerilla figure 
''Carlos. 1 '
